London, Jan. 3. — The war office has 
receired the following di.spatch from 
Lord Kitchener; 

“De Wet tried to ino\e toward 
Hethlehem, but he was headed off by 
I’ilcher, and retreated toward Lind- 
ley or Reitz. 

“One hundred and thirty Boer 
horses have l>een captured near 
I’haba N'Chu. 

I “Williams engas'ed the. Boers south- 
^•ast of Middleburg, Cape Colony, and 
jthe British now occupy tireat Reinet.” 

I Cajie Town, Jan. 3. — The British 
(battle .«!hip M<march will land g-uns 
as a ])reeautiouary measure. The sit- 
uation is undoubtedly serious. 

^ It is true that the Dutch have not 
joined the invaders in any considera- 
ble numbers, but a lack of arms is 
believed to be the true reason for it. 
in many places horses are freely of- 
fered and information readilj* sup- 
'])lied to the Boers. The early procla- 
mation of martial law in the Cape 
‘Town division is expected. 'Phis di- 
vision doe.s not include Cajie Town it- 
self. The latest reports show the sit- 
uation to be generally us follows; 
Knruman, if still uninvested, proba- 
bly soon will be. Griquiland West is 
filled with small parties of Boers who 
are working' southward toward Pries- 
ka for the purpose of co-operating 
with or supporting Commandant 
llertzog, whose advanced parties are 
in the neighborhood of Frazerburg. 

The Boers are close to Graaf Rei- 
jiet, where of late the Dutch have 
given many demonstrations of ex- 
treme sympathy. In the eastern part 
of the colony the advance guard of 
the Boers is close to Maraisburg, 
about 33 miles northeast of Cradock. 

The general opinion here is that 
the position is not properU' appre- 
<‘iated in England. 

The Worcester conference excited 
the Dutch throughout the colony. 
Many old residents, who arc by no 
means alarmists, regard a general up- 
rising of the Dutch as quite likely. 

Cape Town, .Tan. 3. — The invaders 
have reached Glenharry, a few miles 
j;orfcli of Graaf Reinet, in the heart 
of the disaffected i>ortijn of the col- 
<*ny.

HU Friends Arc Reported to Be 
Spiriting: Him to the Hole-ln-the- 
Wall Country, Wyomlns, 

Chadron, Neb., Jan. 3. — It was re- 
ported Wednesday afternoon that the 
two oflicers who were reported to 
hav.; captured Pat Crowe, the abduc- 
tor of young Eddie Cudahy, of Oraa- 
hn, while endeavoring to make good 
his escape across the Pin«i River 
country Tuesday, were frustrated by 
Crowe’s friends and sympathizers, 
many of ■whom live near the agency. 

Crowe’s friends ;ire said to be spir- 
iting him away to the Hole in the 
Wall country in Wyoming, >vhere he 
is to join an old time friend and cat- 
tleman. 

Omaha. Neb„ Jan. .1. — Edward A. 
Cudahy, jr., when asked Wednesday 
to identify J. J. Crowe as one of the 
men who had kidnaix?d him, said; 

“I never saw that man before. He 
is not the man w'ho stood guard over 
me, and if he had anything at all to 
do with the kidnaping, 1 did not see 
him.” 

Crowe was taken before Judge Learn 
for a hearing, and as no charge was 
preferred the court di.smissed the 
case. Crowe was arrested Tuesday 
as a suspect. 

VENEZUELAN TROUBLE. 

A -^tuy of ProceedInK" Over tbe 
ContlietiiiK .\npbnlt Conce»- 
nIohm at PreHent. 

Washington, .Tan. 3. — Minister Loo- 
mis, at Caracas, has advised the state 
department that the impending trou- 
ble over the conflicting asphalt con- 
cessions has been averted for the 
present. There are no details in the 
minister's di.spatch, but it is gath- 
ered that he has induced the Vene- 
zuelan authorities to suspend arbi- 
trary action looking toward the eject- 
ment of some of the concessionaries 
until there can be had a calm, judi- 
cial determination of the merits of 
the conflicting claims. 

It is probable that the arrival ol 
the gunboat Scorpion at La Guayra 
hits been a potent influence in bring- 
ing about this present stay of pro- 
ceedings. 

PUBLIC DEBT STATEMENT. 

Diirlufc the Month of Deoembei 
There IVaa a. Decrease of 

Washington, Jan. 3. — The monthly 
statement of the public debt shows 
that at the close of business Decem- 
ber 31, 1900, the national debt, less 
cash in the treasury, amounted tc 
$1,099,191,310, a decrease for the 
month of $1,983,565. The debt is re- 
capitulated as follows; 

Interest-bearing debt, $1,001,499,- 
770; debt on which interest has ceas- 
ed since maturity, $2,654,070; debi 
bearing no interest, $2-85,144,806; 4o 
tal, $1,389,298,646. This amount, how- 
ever, does not include $754,012,379 iu 
certificates and treasury notes out- 
standing, .which are offset by an 
equal amount of cash on hand. 

FINANCIAL. 

Comparative Statement of the Re. 

eelptM and FxpendItureM of the 
irnlted States Government. 

Wa.shington, Jan. 3. — The compar- 
ative statement of the receipts and 
expenditures of the United States, is- 
sued by line treasury department on 
Wednesday, shows for the month of 
December, 1900, the total receipts 
were $46,846,508, an increase, as com- 
pared with December, 1899, of $87,404 

During the last six months the re- 
ceipts amounted to $291,841,861, as 
against $284,793,494 for the corre 
sponding period last year. 

The expenditures during the Iasi 
-six months aggregated $273,094,155, as 
against .$263,766,560 for the corre- 
sponding period in 1899. 

The net surplus during the last sia 
months was $18,747,705. 

UNITED STATES MINTS. 

Tutal Colnase Dnring; the Past Yeai 
IXas jjd.'iT.mm.tOl. of Which 
WnM Gold. 

Washingt.on, Jan. 3. — The yearly 
coinage statement of the director ol 
the mint shows that the total coin- 
age of the mints of the United States 
was $13.7,599,401, as follows; Gold 
$99,272,942; silver, $36,295,321; ininoi 
coins, $2,031,137. Of the silver coined 
$24,960,912 was in standard silver dol- 
lars. The December coinage amount- 
ed lo $7,758,580, of which .$4,576,097 
was gsold, $2,880,555 silver and $301,32^ 
minor coins. 

The TrajULMport Grant Arriv-e«. 

Washington, Jan. 1. — The quarter- 
master general is informed that the 
transport Grajit was sighted off the 
port of San Francisco Monday after- 
noon. She carries the remains of 39S 
oflicers. soldiera and civil einploy'es ol 
the war depariineut who died in Ha- 
waii, the Philippines and China, in- 
cluding those; of Lieut. Barber, the 
president’s uepheir. 

Shy Some $12,000. 

Chicago, .Tan. 3. — Cashier Ben 

Brninard, of the Marine bank. Spring- 
field, 111., treasurer of the state board 
of agriculture and a prominent poli- 
tician, is said to have resigned, in- 
vestigation of his books having shown 
an apparent sherftage of $12,000. 

CoiiMnl Wildman'M keuve of Abnence 

Washington, Jan. 3. — United States 
Consul Wildman, at Hong-Koug, has 
been granted leave of absjence and 
will itturn to the United States im- 
mediately for the benefit of his 
health. , 



MONROE DOCTRINE 



Cuban Constitutional Convention 
Considering Its Acceptance. 



Cuba Will Be Pat on a War Foot* 
iitf;; to Help the United State* 

In Case Sneh AaMlstance !• 



Havana, Jan. 3. — The Cuban consti- 
tutional convention is considering 
two promulgations of the future re- 
lations between Cuba and the United 
States. One of these affirms, in the 
first place, an acceptance of the Mon- 
roe doctrine and the establishment 
of friendly relations with all nations, 
together with a resolution to proceed 
in all cases in complete accord with 
the United States. In the second place 
it proposes to put at the disposal of 
the United States a portion of the 
shore of any bay on the north coast 
and of two bays on the south coast 
for naval stations, together with con- 
cessions sufficient in extent for the 
purposes of defense and sanitation. 

Jn the third place, it declares that 
Cuba will place herself on a war foot- 
ing to help the United States in case 
such assi.stance should be needed; 
while a fourth proviso is an amplifi- 
cation of the first, second and third. 

The other promulgation contem- 
plates; 

1. That the convention is vested 
with authority only to convene. 

2. Not having been granted legisla- 
tive functions, the convention can 
not arrange the basis of future rela- 
tions. 

3. Nevertheless, should Washington 
desire such a discussion, the conven- 
tion is willing to discuss and agree 
upon an arrangement of mutual re- 
lations. 

•i. The aspirations of the conven- 
tion are merely' to consolidate the 
country' for reconstruction. Its ener- 
gies are directed toward supporting 
the avowed policy' of the United 
States to which Cuba is bound by in- 
destructible ties of gratitude, said 
policy being based upon the unequiv- 
ocal preservation of liberty and inde- 
pendence throughout the American 
continent. 

The former promulgation embodies 
the desires of delegates friendly to 
the United States. The latter is a 
counter-check to the extremists. It 
is considered that the former is likely 
to carry. 

TRICHI.\0SIS. 

An Futire Family at New Sweden, 
Minn., Stricken— Fathet* and 
Daaffhter Dead. 

St. Peter, Minn., ,Jan. 3. — An entire 
family named Forbecook, living in 
the town of New Sweden, Nicollet 
couiiTy’, are said to be stricken with 
trichinosis. Two of them, the fath- 
er and a daughter, are already dead, 
and the physicians are .said to have 
abandoned all hope of saving the sur- 
viving members. The di.seasi is said 
to have been contracted through the 
eating of smoked sausage wl-.ich had 
not been cooked. 



.JefTiit-it Will Not Fight. 

Chicago, Jan. 3. — ^Tlie latest barrier 
to be thrown in the way of the pro- 
moters of the Jeffrie.s-Ruhlin fight In 
Cincinnati came to light here Wednes-

Th« Noted rollticlan. Author and 

Sage Expired After m Short Ill- 
ness Wtedaesday Morning. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 2. — Igna- 
tius Donnelly, politician, author, sage, 
aged 70. died at 12; 03 Wednesday 
morning. 'Lhe eminent Minneapolitan 
was taken suddenly ill Tuesday night 
w'hile visiting at the house of his 
father-in-law'. Barton Hanson, 3022 
Twenty-eighth avenue South. From 
the first Mr. Donnelly sank steadily 
and soon became unconscious. ITie 
doctor prononunced it heart failure 
and stated early in the evening that 
there w'as little chance of the patient’s 
recovery'.

Mr, Donnelly' 
came to Minnesota 35 years ago, and 
since that time had been a member 
of both hoii.ses of the state legisla- 
ture and rcpiesente.i his district ui 
congress.

W HEN' rich old Don Antonio .lesus 
Maria del Valle, the 'wealthiest 
jiiiiie ountr in Morelos, reluc- 
tantly dep.irted this life, being- as-

SPECIAL TRAIN FOR GEESE. 

rr*Rle in Birds Rrnrb«>it Enorraon* 
I’roportions in EaropcMii 
Conntrie«. 

The domestic goose holds about the 
same nouored place in the nutritive 
economy- of Germany that the more 
delicately' flavored and patrician tur- 
key does in that of the United States. 
It is the standard of luxury of the 
German people, and during nine 
months of the year forms the principal 
feature of the table at festive as w-ell 
as everyday entertainment, says the 
St. Louis Republic. 

Although every German village has 
Its flock of geese, and notwithstanding 
the great numbers that are bred and 
fattened at farms along the banks of 
rivers, ponds and small lakes, the home- 
grown supply falls far short of the 
constant demand, leaving a large an- 
nual deficit to be filled by importations, 
which come mainly from Russia. The 
season for this traffic is now at its 
highest, and the receipts of Russian 
geese at the Rummelsburg station, in 
the southeastern quarter 'of Berlin, 
average about 16,000 daily. A special 
goose train of from 15 cars on ordinary 
days to 35 or 40 on Afonday's. brings 
the birAls from the Russian frontier. 
The cars are specially built and rigged 
for fh is service and carry- each about 
1,200 geese. 

Immediately after their arrival the 
whole train load is inspected by a 
corps of sanitary officials. The fat 
ones are then distributed among the 
dealers and marketmen, while the oth- 
ers — and these Include the vast ma- 
jority- — are sent to be fattened at farms 
and feeding establishments in the out- 
lying provinces. 

The inspection is exceedingly rigid. 
If a single goose dies en route or is 
found sick with any disease that eau 
be communicated to others the whole 
carload is placed in quarantine for a 
period of eight days. Should another 
goose die during this period the whole 
lot is kept iu quarantine eight days 
longer at a cost of about 2.00C marks 
($476), whereby tbe loss to the owner 
becomes so enormous’that he is driven 
to the mist extreme care and precau- 
tion in all future operations of the 
same ii'ir-d Thi.s is the real object of 
the eystem — to make the penalty of 
introdueiiii; dS'‘ease.d birds so severe 
as to render such practice ruinous to 
the perpetr.'itors. 

In certain oases, where the evidence 
of neglect or infectious disease is not 
conclusive the lot is taken to the city 
.'ibattoir and killed under supervision 
of the sanitary police, after which such 
aS ar« found t<v be free from disease 
are released tpr sale at a special ane- 
tion held ia the central market hall, 
whence the trade name “auction geese,” 
which applies to those which have 
been slaughtered under police super- 
vision. 

Those which show no trace of disease, 
but have been unfavorably in^iired in 
trer^j't and are otherwise in good con- 
dition, are tsl’^d ‘'bracken.” and are 
sold to certain dealers, who retail them 
for reduced prices at a special market 
beside the great iiiarket place, where 
the poorest and most frugal Berliner 
can find something adapted to his 
purse. 

WASTED POWER. 

Plaoa Eormalated Many Yearz Ago 
tor Volng Wasted Gases of 
Blast Enmaces. 

We have in the blast furnace two 
sources of power at present more or 
le.ss wasted, namely, the surplus store 
of gases going to waste in the atmos- 
phere, after the needs of the furnaces 
have been supplied, and the imperfect 
utilization of those now burnt under 
boilers, w-hen power might be gen- 
erAted from them by- direct combustion 
in a gas engine, says the Engineering 
Magazine. The usual standard of 
working blast furnaces is about one 
ton of coke burnt per ton of iron 
made. From 160,000 to 180,000 cubic 
feet of high-furnace gases are pro- 
duced per ton of iron smelted, or per 
ton of fuel burnt. Assuming that 10,- 
000,000 tons of fuel are brunt annu- 
ally in blast furnaces in Great Britain", 
this gives about 2.000.000 horse pow-er 
w'asted, which might be converted into 
useful work, especially for the produc- 
tion of electric energy-. We have only 
lo consiler the immen.se output of pig 
iron per day from the high furnaces in 
England, the United States and the 
continent, to see how vast a store of po- 
tential energy is at present nn- 
touehed. 

The successive steps in utilizing 
blast furnace gases may be thus .«sum- 
marized. Thirty years ag*» they Were 
considered of no value, and w-ere often 
burnt off at the mouth of the furnaces. 
They w-ere next partially used, by re- 
taining a portion to heat the air for the 
blast and 'turning a larger proportion 
under boilers to generate steam for 
driving the blowing engines. No ot- 
tempt W'as made to burn the gases eco- 
nomically, and a considerable quantity 
was w-asted. In 1894 attempts were 
made in Scotland, at Wishaw, near 
Glasgow; at Spraing, in Belgium, and 
at Horde, in Germany, to explode them 
in an engine cylinder, in the same way 
as producer gas. instead of under boil- 
er's. Complete success attended these 
pioneer efforts. It was found that, 
when thus utilized, the quantity re- 
quired was only one-fifth of that 
needevi w'heYi burnt under* the old 
system, and this discovery has been 
very fruitful of good results, especial- 
ly in Germany and Belgium, w'herethe 
subject has till now attracted much 
more attention than in England.

Think of traveling approximately 
5,105 miles a year and yet not moving 
out of your tracks, so to speak, says the 
St. Louis Republic, ^ 

Impossible? 

It may be verified by asking some of 
the elevator operators in any of the 
large office buildings of St, Louis, Take 
the Union Trust building for an illus- 
tration. and the figaires presented are 
interesting. L !R. Spencer, the starter, 
has them down very pat. In speaking 
of the total dislairce covered each 
year by the six cages under his charge, 
he -said: 

“Our average working time is nine 
hours a day. We rnn one elevator on 
Sunday, so, to get a fair average. 1 
.should say that each elevator has 312 
working dajs. It is reailj’ more than 
this, but T want to be on the safe side, 
so I will mnlv-e a low estimate. 

“The speed of the e’evators under 
full pressure Is ‘200 feet every 14 sec- 
onds. Of course the cages do not make 
this speed, for they have to make many 
stops each trip, bnt it is the time that 
they cotild make if there "were none. 

“I will take only one elevator to 
show my figures. Tt is reqtiired to make 
a round trip every 2% minutes, or two 
o? .hem every five minutes. This gives 
,is B better basis to figure on. for if 
the cage travels 800 feet in five minutes, 
we have 9.60C feet for one hour, and 
since there are nine hours in the day’s 
work, the total is 86,400 feet, or over 
IG miles a day. Tlie way I get the fig- 
ures to make my calculations on is by 
taking the distance from the ground to 

thesixteenthfloorofthebuildfng, which 
is 200 feet. 

“Since each cage works steadily foi 
312 days, there is a grand total of 26.- 
056,800 feet for the year. Reducing 
this to miles we hare, tn round num- 
bers. 5.105 miles, and since we operate 
six cas'es. the total is 30.'630 miles, Tt is 
something to think over. The distance 
ie sufficient to belt the globe and go 
nearly one-fourth of the way round 
again,”

Spread of 4heCoffee Tree. 

Some interesting facts regarding 
the coffee tree have been pr'-ted re- 
cently. The native home of this plant 
is said to be Kaffra, in southern Abys- 
sinia. It was not until it had been 
in use for centuries by the Arabians 
that a plant -.vss -eiirried to Java. In 
1766 a tree from Java w.as sent to Am- 
sterdam, and when it flowered and 
ripened seeds a young seedling was 
presented to I.«ouis XIV. From this 
plant seedlings were sent to Martin- 
ique, and from these plants again 
seedlings were sent to Taniaica. Cay- 
enne and San Domingo; while from 
Amsterdam plants were sent to Suri- 
nam. In fact, it was from the one 
plant, sent from Java in the begin 
ning of the eighteenth century by 
Governor General Van Hoorn, tha 
everything in the French possessions 
and West Indies sprang. In this way 
have traveled the progeny of the origi- 
nal coffee plant; introduced from 
Arabia at the end of the seventeenth 
century. — Chicago Chronicle,

5.105 miles a year and yet not moving 
out of your tracks, so to speak, saj’s the 
St. Louis Republic. ^ 

Impossible? 

It maj’ be verified by asking some of 
the elevator operators in any of the 
large office buildings of St. Louis. Take 
the Union Trust building for an illus- 
tration. and the figui^s presented are 
interesting. L !R. Spencer, the starter, 
has them down very pat. In speaking 
of the total distance covered each 
year by the six cages under his charge, 
he said: 

“Our average working time is nine 
hours a day. We run one elevator on 
Sunday, so, to get a fair average. I 
should say that each elevator has 312 
working days. It is really more than 
this, but I want to be on the safe side, 
so I will make a low estimate. 

“The speed of tlie e’evators under 
full pressure is 200 feet every 14 sec- 
onds. Of course The cages do not make 
this speed, for they have to make many 
stops each trifi, 'bwt it is the time that 
they could make if there were none. 

“I will take only one elevator to 
show my figures. Et is required to make 
a round trip every 2% minutes, or two 
of .hem every five minutes. This gives 
ifs a better basis to figure on. for if 
the cage travels 800 feet in five minutes, 
we have 0.60€ feet for one hour, and 
since there are nine hours in the day’s 
work, the total is 86,400 feet, or over 
IG miles a day. Tlie way f get the fig- 
ures to make my calculations on is by 
taking the distance from the ground to 

thesixteenthfloorofthebiiilding, which 

is 200 feet. 

“Since each cage works steadily foi 
312 days, there is a grand total of 26.- 
056.800 feet for the year. Reducing 
this to miles we hare. In rounds num- 
bers. 5.105 miles, and since we operate 
six cages, the total is SQ.-OSO miles. It is 
something to think over. The distance 
k sufficient to belt the globe and go 
nearly one-fourth of the way round 
again,”

Siirend of theCoffee Tre*-. 

Some interesting facts regarding 
the coffee tree have been pr’*'ted re- 
cently. The native home of this plant 
is said to be Kaffra, in southern Abys- 
sinia. It was not until it had been 
in use for centuries by the Arabians 
that a plant was carried to .lava. In 
1706 a tree from Java w’.as sent to Am- 
sterdam, and when it flowered and 
ripened seeds a young seedling was 
presented to Louis XIV. From this 
plant seedlings were sent to Martin- 
ique. and from these plants again 
seedlings were sent to Tamaica. Cay- 
enne and San Domiiigo; while from 
Amsterdam plants were sent to Suri- 
nam. In fact, it was from the one 
plant, sent from Java in the begin 
nlng of the eighteenth century by 
Governor General Van Hoorn, tha 
everything in the French possessions 
and West Indies sprang. In this way 
have traveled the progeny of the origi- 
nal coffee plant; introduced from 
Arabia at the end of the seventeenth 
century. — Chicago Chronicle.
